The courirocm was filled early, wom- 
en predominating inthe crowd, and all 
showed the greatest interest in the 
childish defendant, who confessed that 
she set fire to the Berlin Hotel the 
night of Nov. 1, causing three persons 
to be burned to death, and who later 
repudiated thar confession. 

Survivors of Fire There. 

Several survivors of the Berlin Hotel 
fire, some of them witnesses against 
the girl, were in the gathering. Among 
these were Mrs. M. E. Begg, proprietor 
of the hotel; Jane Foulkes, her mana- 
ger; Philip Rohan and Mme. Vetta- 
Karst. The Rev. and Mrs. W. 
liamson, witnesses, and former emp 
ers of the girl, were also present. 

The girl, acompanied by her uncle 
and aunt, Samuel Morris and wife if 
Valley Park, and her lawyers, entered 
the crowded courtroom at 10:6 a. m. 
As soon as she was seated at the coun- 
sel table, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Griffin announced the State was ready 
for trial. 

Attorney Moore then said he would 
ask a continuance. Judge Withrow de- 
murred, and Moore said his reason for 
the motion was that he was informed, 
only Saturday afternoon, by Griffin, of 
five additional witnemmes to be su 
moneda by the State. ~~ : 

Moore said he had ni za time to 
prepare to meet the testimony of these 
witnesses. He quoted court. decisions, 
one -of them in the ‘Lord’ Barringtoh 
case. to the effect that the summoning 
of eleventh-hour witnesses by the pros- 
ecution entitled the defense to a con- 
tinuance. 

The new witnesses, he said, as named 
to him by Griffin, were Miss Marguerite 
Martyn of the Post-Dispatch staff, Miss 
Lilian Dudley, another newspaper 
woman; Police Matrons Kintzing and 
E.adinovici, and J. W. Ferguson, house- 
man at the Windermere Hotel. 

Griffin, replying to Moore, said the 
only purpose in summoning the five 
new witnesses was to corroborate state- 
ments of other witnesses, and that, for 
the sake of getting to trial, he wags 
willing to get along’ without ths ma- 
trons and the houseman.

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REV. ORAWLEE 
ESCAPES PAYING 
INHERITANCE TAX 


St. John’s Pastor Contends That 
$11,000 Left Him by Cupples 
Is Used for Benevolence. 


Probate Judge Holtcamp Monday de- 
cided that a legacy of $11,179 from Sam- 
uel Cupples to the Rev. Dr. James W. 
Lge, pastor of St. John’s Methodist 
Church, was not taxable under the col- 
lateral inheritance tax. 

The Rev. Dr. Lee opposed the ‘assess- 
ment on the ground that he was a min- 
ister, actively engaged in religious work, 
and that the. money was used to defray 
the expenses of the education of his 
children, making it a bequest for re- 
ligious and educational purposes. 

In making an inventory of the Cup- 
ples estate, the aprpaisers found a note 
for $22,013.18, signed by the Rev. Dr. 
Lee. The note was secured by a life 
insurance policy for $20,000. Cupples 
in his will provided that the difference 
between the value of the policy and the 
amount of the debt should be “forgiv~ 
en,’’ making the difference a bequect 
to the minister. 

H. A. Baker, the appraiser, fixed the 
value of the policy at. $12,079.23, which, 
counting off some interest charges, left 
a difference of $11,179, which, he held, 
was the amount of the hequest to the 
minister. On’ this -the collateral ‘in- 
heritance tax was assessed. 

The Rev. Dr. Lee protested against the 
tax. In his petition he alleged that any 
bequest to a minister_actively engaged 
in religious work was a bequest for 
religious purposes, and was exempt. 

His attorney, Thomas L. Anderson, 
in his argument showed; that thg mun- 
ister had borrowed the money for the 
education of his children, and that the 
purpose made it a bequest for educa- 
tional purposes, which is exempted by 
the statute. 

Judge Holtcamp sustained the con- 
tention of the minister without | filing 
& memorandum of his reasons.

HADLEY SUED BY 
IOAN B. OWEN, IN 
COURT 10 TESTIFY 


Se ott and Other G. O. P. 
Leaders Asked to Pay More 
to Politician for Work. 





Gov. Hadley came to St. Louis from 
Jefferson City Monday to testify in his 
own behalf in a suit filed by John B. 
Owen, a Republican politician, for sal- 
ary alleged to be due him for services in 


l election contests. The'Republican State 


Committee, with several Republican 
members of the Sup me Court, are co- 
defendants with . Hadley. 

Owen was os by the Republican 
State Committee to gather evidence for 
various contests. The committee paid 
him $50 a week, but he alleges it agreed 
to pay him $100 a week. He claims about 
$1100 is due him. 

“Following his dispute with the com- 
mittee as to what was due him, Owen 
filed suit against everybody in sight,” 
said Gov. Hadley to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, at the Jefferson Hotel. 

“T had nothing to do with the matter. 
Helden P. Spencer, attorney for the 
State Committee at the time the con- 
tests were instituted, and Charles D. 
Morris, then chairman, said that Owen’s 
salary was to be $50 a week.’’ 

Spencer is attorney for Gov. 
and the other defendants. 

The case was called in Judge Fisher’s 
court and the selection of a jury was com- 
pleted by ll o’clock, The panel consisted 
of seven Republicans, two Democriats, 
two independent voters and one Pro- 
gressive. 

Among the notable persons in the 
courtroom were T. K. Niedringhaus, 
Judges Kennish and Brown of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court and Charles Mor- 
rig of St. Joseph, formerly chairman of 
the State Republican Committee. 


Owen on the Stand, 
Owen was the first witness. He tes- 


tified that he had been a resident of 
St. Louis 4 years, actively interested in 
politics 25 years and Republican City 
Committeeman from his ward 18 con- 
secutive years. He said he had been 
employed as an expert in many election 
contests.

Judge Again Overrules Demur- 
rer to Petition for Injunction 
in Plumbing Case. 


EVIDENCE TO BE HEARD 


Board: of. Education Contends 
City Cannot Dictate What 
_ Plumbing It Shall Use. 


The Board of Education won a point 
Monday in its injunction suit to restrain 
the city from interfering with plans for 
the instalfation of a certain plumbing 
system in public schools, ths Horace} 
Mann School in particular. Judge 
Grimm, for the second time, overruled 
a demurrer to the board’s petition for 
an injunction. 

The board has adopted the continuous 
vent systerm of plumbing, although the 
city code requires ths individual vent 
system. The board’s petition was filed 
April ll, and a few days later the city 
entered its demurrer on the ground that 
no cause of action was stated in the pe- 
tition. Judgs Grimm overruled the de- 
murrer, and granted a temporary in- 
junction May 20, but Nov. 15 set aside 
the order against the demurer. 

In sustaining the board and relssuing 
the order, Judge Grimm puts upon the 
city the necessity of pleading, and ths 
case will now be heard on its merits. 

The board contends that the city, 
through the Supervisor of Plumbing and 
the .Building Commissioner, has no au- 
thority in law to inspect the pvyblic 
school buildings, and decide what plumb- 
ing system shall bs used, or how the

HADLEY SUED BY 
JOHN B. OWEN, IN 


———— and Other G. O. P. 
Leaders Asked to Pay More 
to Politician for Work. 





Gov. Hadley came to St. Louis from 
Jefferson City Monday to testify in his 
own behalf in a suit filed by John B. 
Owen, a Republican politician, for sal- 
ary alleged to be due him for services in 
election contests. TheRepublican State 
Committee, with several Republican 
members of the Supreme Court, are co- 
defendants with Gov. Hadley. 

Owen was employed by the Republican 
State Committee to gather evidence for 
various contests. The committee paid 
him $50 a week, but he alleges it agreed 
to pay him $100 a week. He claims about 
$1100 is due him. 

“Following his dispute with the com- 
mittee as to what was due him, Owen 
filed suit against everybody in sight,” 
said Gov. Hadley to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, at the Jefferson Hotel. 

“T had nothing to do with the matter. 
Nelden P. Spencer, attorney for the 
State Committee at the time the con- 
tests were instituted, and Charles D. 
Morris, then chairman, said that Owen’s 
salary was to be $50 a week.’’ 

Spencer is attorney for Gov. 
and the other defendants. 

The case was called in Judge Fisher’s 
court and the selection of a jury was com- 
pleted by ll o'clock, The panel consisted 
of seven Republicans, two Democriats, 
two independent voters and one Pro- 
gressive. 

Among the notable persons in the 
courtroom were T. K. Niedringhaus, 
Judges Kennish and Brown of the Mis- 
sourl Supreme Court and Charles Mor- 
ris of St. Joseph, formerly chairman of 
the State Republican Committee. 


Owen on the Stand, 
Owen was the first witness. He tes- 


tified that he had been a resident of 
St. Louis 48 years, actively interested in 
politics 25 years and Republican City 
Committeeman from his ward 18 con- 
secutive years. He said he had been 
employed as an expert in many election 
contests. 

In the fall of 1910, he testified, Jesse 
Tolerton, State Game Warden and Fish 
Commissioner, spoke to him about doing, 
the work for which he now is trying to 
collect additional pay. Morris also sent

The men booked on a charge of con- 
ducting a gambling game are John 
Walsh, a son of the proprietor and liv- 
ing with his father at 1451 Warren street, 
and Thomas Kennedy of 141A St. Louis 
avenue. 

Wells told a reporter he had heard 
rumors of open gambling at Walsh's 
place, but was astonished, when h@ got 
there, at the apparent confidence of the 
proprietors.

Eighteen Around Craps Layout. 

In a front room on the second floor, 
Wells said, the 18 men were standing 
around a billiard table on which a 
“craps field” had been laid. Young 
Walsh appeared to be conducting the 
game. After watching the play for sev- 
eral minutes, Wells arrested the men. 
A group of men playing cards at a ta- 
ble nearby were not taken, for fear con- 
fusion would result, Wells said. 

From the table the detectives took 


four sets of dice, a dice cup and $23 in 


change. Under the table they picked up 
many change wrappers bearing the 
name of a North St. Louis bank. 

Hearing of the raid, Michael Walsh 
ran upstairs, Wells said, and wanted to 
know what it was all about. When in- 
formed that- a craps game was being 
raided, he replied, “It isn't a craps 
game,"’ according to ..Wells. 

Were an Innocent Lot. 

“Well, take three of the men and let 
the others go,’’ Walsh said to me, and 
when I asked him the reason for that 
he replied, ‘““They are an innocent lot of 
young men,” said Wells. 

“When jl told him I was going to take 
all of the men, he shouted ‘You go that 
far and I'll get even with you!’ While 
the men’s names were being taken at the 
North Market Street Station, Kennedy, 
in some mysterious manner, got out of 
the station and waiked away.

EASTON, Pa., Dec. 16.—When Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Renseimer were informed 
that their daughter is accused of shont- 
ing Walter Mumm in Paris, they said 
it was the first time they had ever 
heard of Mumm, although their daugh- 
ter has corresponded with them regular- 
ly. On Friday last they received a let- 
ter from her dated “Carlton Hotel, Pall 
Mall, London, Dec. 3,” in which she 
wrote: 

“I am here for a few days and about 
to return to Paris by motor. Just had 
a quarrel with my boy. Sometimes he 
acts like an old man. I wonder if I 
will ever return to the States. Maybe 
not, maybe in a month or tWo.” 

“*My boy,’” said Renseimer, “is the 
way Mary Jane referred to her hus- 
band.” 

In the quiet Bucks County village, 
where the Renseimers live, everyone 
knew ‘‘Mary Jane.’ , 

“She was a queer girl,” say the young- 
er folk. She went to school until she 
was nearly 16. Long before that she had 
toi her parents that she was going 
to “see the world.’’ Before she ended 


her school days she went to Avon and 


took the first position she could get, 
waitress in a hotel Then she went 
across the Delaware and worked in a 
Phillipisburg, N. J., hotel. 

Met Harry Davis Barnes, 

In the course of time she met Harry 
Davis Barnes of Baltimore, Md. Of 
the Barnes affair, the parehts knew 
oniy “‘What Mary Jane told us.” 

She was dividing her time between a 
handsomely furnished house in West 
Seventy-Fifth street, New York; and 
a summer home at Oakhurst, N. J. 

“And yet,” said the mother, "Mary 
Jane discovered at the last minute that 
her marriage papers were bogus, But 
she has a handsome yearly allowance.” 

Clever, and realizing her shortcomings 
aS a country girl, “Mary Jane’ em- 
ployed private tutors, was an apt pupil 
and advanced rapidly in the ways of the 
world of her adoption. Her gowns were 
a sensation and her “home” visits to 
Riegelsville furnished a topic for weeks. 

Once, when Mary was less than 18, 
a fashionable modiste from New York 
sued her for $1600 for a gown. She en- 
tered the defense that she was a minor, 
and her mother and the physician who 
was present at her birth went to New 
York and testified in her behalf. 

The next the Renseimers knew of her, 
they said, she was the wife of George 
H. Creel, a millionaire Chilean. 

In all her travels she ‘never forgot her 
parents, and their home bears ample 
testimony to her generosity. On the 
walls are photographs of the country 
girl who is reputed to have captivated 
the heart of more than one millionaire 
in America and Europe, and the parents 
point to that with loving pride. 

“‘Mary Jane was pretty and ‘smart,”’ 
they say, ‘“‘and we knew she would get 
along. She has $176,000 worth of dia- 
monds and an enormous income.”’ 

Her father is a Civil War veteran and 
is retired on a pension. Two of their 
sons live in Philadelphia. They are 
Howard Renseimer, who manages a bath 
establishment on Walnut Street, and 
Grover Cleveland Renseimer, who mar- 
ried a daughter of Dr. Purse of North 
Fifteenth street.

Judge Again Overrules Demur- 
rer to Petition for Injunction 
in Plumbing Case. 


EVIDENCE TO BE HEARD 


Board. of. Education Contends 
City Cannot Dictate What 
_ Plumbing It Shall Use. 


The Board of Education won a point 
Monday in its injunction suit to restrain 
the city from interfering with plans for 
the instalfation of a certain plumbing 
system in public schools, ths Horace 
Mann School in particular. Judge 
Grimm, for the second time, overruled 
a demurrer to the boarg’s petition for 
an injunction. 

The board has adopted the continuous 
vent systera of plumbing, although the 
city code requires ths individual vent 
system. The board’s petition was filed 
April 11, and a few days later the city 
entered its demurrer on the ground,that 
no cause of action was stated in the pe- 
tition. Judgs Grimm overruled the de- 
murrer, and granted a temporary in- 
junction May 20, but Nov. 15 set aside 
the order against the demurer. 

In sustaining the board and reissuing 
the order, Judge Grimm puts upon the 
city the necessity of pleading, and ths 
case will now be heard on its merits. 

The board contends that the city, 
through the Supervisor of Plumbing and 
the ._Building Commissioner, has no au- 
thority in law to inspect the pvyblic 
school buildings, and decide what plumb- 
ing system shall bs used, or how the 
buildings shall be equipped in other re- 
spects. 

The plumbing system adopted, it de- 
clares, is superior to that required by 
the city: Members of the board expect 
the outcome of the present case to have 
an important bearing upon litigation be- 
gun by Building Commisioner McKel- 
vey to force the installation of fire es- 
capes on school buildings where or- 
dered. ‘

Ton gn. Each Passage— 
Monopolizes Trade. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. i6.—When Pres- 
{dent Taft put his signature to the act 
ranting free passage through the Pana- 
ma Canal for American vessels engaged 
in coastwise trade and authorizing the 
‘President to fix the rate of tolls for all 
other classes of navigation through the 
eanal, victory for the first time came 
to those powerful shipping and ship- 
building interests which have been fight- 
ing for more than half a century for a 

ship subsidy. 

A careful inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
as to who will be the beneficiaries of 
what has been cflied the American Gov- 
ernment’s repudiation of the Hay- 
Fauncefote treaty. commonly known as 
the Panama Canal treaty, showed con- 
clusively that while at the opening of 
the canal virtually only one company 
ithe most powerful of all the compa- 
n‘es engaged in coastwise trade) would 
receive any benefits by virtue of coast- 
wise trade vessels being exempt from 
the payment of tolls, 2 years would see 
the advocates of ship subsidy enjoy- 
ing almost as full a subsidy as though 
Congress had passed an out-and-out 
ship;subsidy measure. Memopers of the 
@resent administration make the asser- 
‘fon that in 20 years the American. Gov- 
ernment will be granting to all Ameri- 
can vessels engaged in any legitimate 
ragivation fres passage through the ca- 
nal, and that the country will have the 
fullest of ship subsidies. 


Tatt Was Opposed to Subfiiay. 
It is not known how President Taft 
stands regarding a complete ship sub- 
sidy. But it is known that, while he 
signed the bill giving a limited subsidy, 
he was opposed to that clause and 
signed the bill because of other features 
In the measure which he had been ad- 
vocating; for instance, the provision for 
civil government for the canal. | 
Prof. Emory R. Johnson, the special 
commissioner named by President Taft 
to investigate and report to him as to 
the approximate amount of business the 
canal..might be expected to do in 16 
years, makes the assertion that even 
with the levying of a toll of $1.50 a:net 
ton (the toll to be charged all other 
Vessels engaged in transportation) the 
coastwise trade through the canal would 
double in 15 years. He estimated that 
the average net tonnage for the open- 
ing year of the canal would amount to 
1,000,000 tons, and in two years would 
amount to 2,000,000 net tons. Prof. John- 
son says there is no question but that 
the tounage of coastwise trade will 
treble in 15 years if no tolls are charged 
for this class of navigation through the 
canal, -

With such unanimity in all parties there should 
be no difficulty in getting a sound municipal pri- 
mary law in ample time for the spring campaign. 
With an emergency clause we can have the new 
law operative in February, so that the tickets 
may be named by the voters under it early 
enough to give the independent voters a chance 
tc come into the field should conditions make 
independent nominations desirable. 

Perhaps in the fresh enthusiasm of party poli- 
ticlans and party organs for the rule of the peo- 
ple we may get much needed amendments in the 
general primary and election laws. We may even 
get penal clauses and other safeguards against 
fraud in the senatorial primary law. 

Two years ago the entire City Committee was | 
controlled by the money power in the interest of 
the Republic’s candidate for United States Sena- 
tor without protest from it. We presume the 
Republic now will support amendments guarding 
the senatorial primary.

How could philanthropy 
more generously vindicate her true nature than 
by giving herself in marriage?

The death of Whitelaw Reid leaves in Ameri- 
ean journalism few conspicuous men whose ex- 
perience spans all the troubled years since the 
anti-slavery agitation. 

Mr. Reid became the editor of an Ohio news- 
paper at 21 years of age, while the “underground 
railroad” was still in operation. Henry Wat- 
terson, the dean of the profession, entered jour- 
nalism in the same year at 18. At 24, Mr. Reid 
was a widely Known war correspondent. At 
25, the ‘Washihgton representative cf a great 
Western paper; at 80, th. managing editor of 
t Tribune. Thus, though but 75 ;ears: old 
when he died, he had borne a prominent part in 
the political and i amazes conflicts of half a 
century. 

Between politics’ and ——— Mr. Reid long 
held a divided allegiance. It was 20 yeara ago 
that he ran for Vice-President of the United 
States with Harrison and was defeated. After 
that, several special embassies were conferred 
upon him and in 1905, with his appointment to 
a permanent post abroad as Ambassador to Great 
Britain, his active connection with his newspaper 


ceased.

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BRIDGE AND FRANCHISE BILLS. 
In addition to the public hearing on the bills 


providing for a southern approach to the Munic- 
ipal Bridge there should be an investigation and 
report on the proposed approach by the Public 
Utility Commission. 

The Public Utility Commission has proved very 
useful in enlightening the Municipal Assembly 
and the people on public service conditions and 
measures. It gave an excellent report on the 
Southern Traction Co.’s franchise and on the 
regulation of traffic on the bridge. It is com- 
posed of capable, fair-minded men, who have 
demonstrated their power to serve the public by 
thorough inquiry and just conclusions. 

It would be wise to extend the commission’s 
usefulness by seeking its counsel on all bridge 
legislation and all franchise legislation. Its views 
of the desirability of the southern approach and 
if it is advisable, of the best location and the 
conditions under which it should be built, may 
be invaluable as a guide in finding satisfactory 
conclusions which will protect public interests 
and promote legitimate business. 

It would be well to refer to the commission 
the McKinley line’s Hall street switch bill and 
other similar franchise measures. The Munic- 
ipal Assembly should be well advised as to the 
measures needed for municipal progress and the

This ofl mill at Mound Bayou Is the first 
serious step In legitimate manufacturing 
undertaken by the colored race in the 
United States.

Circuit Judge Hitchcock Monday’ re- 
fused to grant a divorce from Ralph 
Chesley Ott, artist, to Jane S¢chaufert 
Ott, and revoked a temporary injunc- 
tion he granted at the time she filed 
the suit, which prevented Ott from dis- 
posing of his property, consisting prin- 


cipally of lots in University City. 

The trial of the Ott case lasted near- 
ly all of last week. Mrs. Ott charged 
her husband with habitual intoxication 
and desertion and testified that he was 
intoxicated on. several occasions. She 
also said he took their two children to 
the home of his parents in Springfield, 
Mo. 

* 
Ott’s Cross-Charges. 

Ott denied the allegations and said 
that on one occasion he became sick 
from drinking wine and beer, but was 
not intoxicated. He charged that his 
wife was unduly friendly with a man 
they met while they were spending a 
summer in Arkansas, and that this man 
ran along beside the train at Monett, 
Mo., holding to his wife’s hand while 
the train was pulling away from the 
station. 

Judge Hitchcock did not give his rea- 
sons for dismissing the suit. 

At the close of the trial Saturday the 
Judge intimated that he was not entire- 
ly satisfied with the evidence produced 
in support of Mrs. Ott’s petition. He 
pointed out that the entire evidence to 
sustain her charges that Ott was in- 
toxicated came from her testimony and 
that of members of her family. He said 
the evidence would have been more sat- 
isfactory if witnesses who could be con- 
sidered unprejudiced had been produced, 

Ottv’s Testimony. 

Ott testified regarding the desertion 
charge that his wife refused to accom- 
pany him to his parents’ home, where 
he had pictures to paint, and that when 
the train reached Springfield she went 
into another car. 

He said he left the train with the 
children and had had them since that 
time.
